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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The rejection of claims 1-4, 8-18, 23-26, 30-40, and 45 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Lawton et al, 5,773,146 is moot in view of applicants' 
amendments. 

The rejection of claims 1-4, 8-20, 23-26, 30-42, and 45-57 under 35 U.S.C. 
102(b) as being anticipated by Lawton et al, US 2002/0051882 A1 is moot in view of 
applicants' amendments. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-53 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lawton 
et al, 5,773,146 (Lawton '146) in view of Lawton et al, US 2002/005882 A1 (Lawton 
'882), each as applied in previous Office Actions. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed November 23, 2005 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that Lawton '146 and Lawton '882 do not specifically teach a 
sizing composition wherein both the high viscosity starch and low viscosity starch have 
an amylose content greater than 50%. 
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The examiner disagrees for reasons previously stated. In particular, Lawton ' 146 
and '882 each teach that blends of starches could be used, and each teach that low 
viscosity starches and high viscosity starches could be blended. Further, Lawton '146 
and '882 each teach that starches having an amylose content greater than 50% could 
be used wherein the suggested blends of Lawton each include HI-SET 369. It would 
have been obvious to the skilled artisan at the time the invention was made to select 
other starches known in the art, such as HYBOND to blend with the disclosed HI-SET 
369, with a reasonable expectation of success of obtaining an aqueous sizing 
composition. 

Applicants argue that Lawton '146 and Lawton '882 do not address percent 
solubilization of the starches in a sizing composition. 

In this regard, and as set forth previously, this limitation is drawn to the process 
of making, wherein process limitations add no patentable weight to the instant claimed 
product, in the absence of clear factual evidence to the contrary. 

No claims are allowed.
